The  history  of  the  University  of  Detroit  Law 
Journal  began  in  the  first  school  semester  in  1916 
with  the  publication  of  the  "Law  Review,"  and 
continued  until  1931.  Succeeding-  this  was  the 
"Law  Journal"  which  was  published  in  two  vol- 
umes. The  Journal  w^as  discontinued  in  1933,  but 
with  the  aid  of  the  1938  and  1939  Senior  Classes, 
publication  was  resumed.  This  is  the  literary  con- 
nection between  the  student  body,  the  law  pro- 
fession and  members  of  the  alumni. 

The  aim  of  the  Journal  is  the  promotion  of 
greater  understanding  of  judicial  and  court  pro- 
cedure among  members  of  the  Law  school.  The 
Journal  contains,  "Lead  Articles."  written  by  the 
members  of  the  profession  for  the  benefit  of  the 
law  students.  These  articles  provide  the  means 
by  which  the  lawyers  contact  the  students  and  re- 
sults in  the  mutual  help  of  all. 

A  section  entitled,  "Comments  Field,"  is  devoted 
to  the  students'  comments  about  court  order.  "Re- 
cent Decisions,"  another  section,  is  student  anal- 
ysis of  recent  judicial  decisions  of  the  State  and 
Federal  courts.

This  Maxwell  Anderson  play  runs  the  gamut  of  emo- 
tions with  its  tenement  liackground.  tragic  characters 
and  confused  hopes. 

The  play,  written  in  blank  verse,  was  given  a  very 
successful  handling  by  the  memljers  of  the  cast. 

Members  of  the  technical  crew  deserve  special  recog- 
nition for  the  excellent  lighting  effects  and  stage  prop- 
erties. The  circular  theatre  presents  a  difficult  problem  of 
appropriate  properties  that  lead  to  the  atmosphere  of  the 
setting.

In  the  other  sections  of  this  yearbook,  the  reader  has  been  presented 


with  pictures  and  print  the  didactic  and  social  aspects  of  school  life  at  the 


University,  in  the  following  pages,  the  reader  will  come  to  know  of  the  role 


of  athletics  in  the  same  school  life.

of  the  University.  Above  all,  athletics  teach  man  not  to  accept  defeat  as  the 


cessation  of  hope,  but  as  the  driving  force  for  greater  endeavor.  For  the 


non-participants,  the  spectators,  athletics  ofFer  the  opportunity  for  re- 


laxation and  healthful  divertisement. 
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As  much  of  the  sports  scene  as  the  ath- 


letes on  the  field  are  the  spectators  in  the 


stands  and  the  cheerleaders  directing  their 


cheers.  The  annual  homecoming  bonfire  is 


the  Titan  follower's  annual  torch  tribute  to 


the  efforts  of  the  Titan  gridders.

At  the  helm  of  the  University  Athletic  Board 
since  the  spring-  of  1944,  Lloyd  Brazil,  one  of  the 
Titan's  great  football  players,  is  guiding  the  Titan 
men  toward  a  greater  and  more  successful  post- 
war era.  To  accomplish  this  aim,  he  has  worked 
diligently  and  long.  The  initial  step  in  this  search 
for  outstanding  athletic  performances  was  the  ad- 
mission of  the  University  this  year  to  the  Missouri 
V^alley  Conference.  This,  Brazil  feels,  will  result 
in  a  new  "Golden  Era"  of  sports  at  the  University. 

From  player  to  athletic  director  in  thirteen 
years  is  the  record  and  achievement  of  the  director 
of  athletics.  After  a  brilliant  career  on  the  gridiron 
and  basketball  court  which  won  him  a  place  on 
Grantland  Rice's  All-American  team  in  1928, 
Lloyd  Brazil  took  over  as  chief  of  the  Titan  court 
fortunes  in  1930. 

From  that  time  his  duties  have  broadened,  until 
today  he  is  the  most  be-titled  member  of  the  coach- 
ing staff,  carrying  the  portfolios  of  director  of 
athletics,  head  baseball  coach,  backfield  coach  in 
football  and  business  manager.  In  addition,  he  is 
the  highest-ranking  high  school  cage  and  football 
offtcial  in  the  Michigan  High  School  Athletic 
Association  and  has  been  a  National  Pro  Football 
League  official.

Not  very  often  are  the  qualities  of  ability  and 
amicability  found  tog'ether  in  the  person  of  a  foot- 
ball coach.  One  of  these  infrequent  instances  is 
found  in  the  person  of  Charles  'Chuck'  Baer,  foot- 
ball coach.  Since  being-  appointed  football  coach 
three  years  ago.  Coach  Baer  has  gained  the  recog- 
nition and  respect  of  players  and  observers  alike, 
not  only  for  his  capability  as  a  gridiron  strategist, 
but  also  as  a  hard  working,  unassuming  person. 

For  lack  of  an  air  attack,  the  1947  edition  of  the 
Titans  was  a  ground  gaining  team.  At  the  end  of 
the  season,  the  team's  rushing  average  of  319.7 
yards  per  game  was  good  enough  to  earn  for  them 
first  place  among  the  nations  collegiate  teams  in 
ground  gained  rushing.  The  Titans  also  took  third 
place,  behind  Michigan  and  Notre  Dame,  in  total 
yards,  passing  and  rushing,  with  a  400.2  vards  per 
game  average. 

As  backfield  coaches,  Baer  had  Lloyd  Brazil  and 
Eddie  Barbour,  no  new  names  in  Titan  sport 
annals.  Barbour  also  served  in  the  capacity  of  head 
scout. 

Credit  for  developing  the  Titans  strong  forward 
wall  belongs  to  ex-Titan  gridder  John  Shada. 

Again  serving  in  the  unheralded  role  of  team 
physician  and  trainer  was  Dr.  Raymond  Forsyth. 

A  freshman  football  team  to  develop  players 
for  the  varsity  was  formed  this  year,  the  first  since 
1942.  William  Heiss,  regular  end  on  the  1946  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois  Rose  Bowl  champions,  coached 
the  team.  Bill  Hintz,  co-captain  of  the  1946  Titan 
gridders,  assisted  Heiss.

After  failing  with  an  overhead  attack  in  the  first  half,  the  Red 
and  White  unleashed  their  strong  ground  attack  in  the  second 
half  to  rout  the  Chippewas.  Jack  Kurkowski,  Jack  O'Leary,  and 
Mike  Kaysserian  provided  the  scoring  punch,  also  sparked  by  Jim 
Massey,  Len  Rittof,  and  Bob  O'Malley.  The  strong  Titan  line 
kept  the  Chippewas  to  a  -10  yards  in  rushing.  Only  the  passing 
of  Chippewa  halfback  Don  Pabalis  kept  the  Red  and  White  from 
completely  routing  Central  Michigan  as  they  took  their  initial 
encounter.

It  was  through  them  that  the 
Detroit  public  knew  of  the  achievements  of  the  Titan 
gridders,  either  in  victory  or  defeat. 

Veteran  among-  the  men  who  followed  the  Titans 
for  the  newspapers  was  genial  Sam  Greene,  of  The 
Ih'troif  Nci>.'s.  One  of  the  top  sports  writers  in  the 
country,  Greene  has  been  with  The  Detroit  Nezvs  for 
over  twenty  years.  In  that  time  he  has  covered  all  Titan 
sports.  The  stories  he  has  written  about  Titan  heroes 
over  the  period  of  years  of  service  with  the  A^ews  are 
almost  numberless. 

Ed  Batchelor,  Jr.,  of  The  Detroit  Times,  (picture  miss- 
ing) represents  the  second  generation  of  the  Batchelor 
family  that  have  written  about  Titan  athletics.  His 
father,  Ed  Batchelor,  Sr.,  wrote  formerly  for  the  Times 
and  the  N'ezvs.  Ed  Batchelor,  Jr.,  is  now  taking  up  for 
the  Times  where  his  father  left  off. 

A  relative  newcomer  to  the  fourth  estate  as  far  as 
Titan  sports  are  concerned  is  Bob  Latshaw,  whose  stories 
appear  in  The  Detroit  Free  Press.  On  the  Free  Press 
Latshaw  does  g-eneral  assignment  work  for  the  sports 
department,  but  he  has  gained  himself  a  wide  follow- 
ing for  his  stories  on  high  school,  college  and  profes- 
sional football. 


AH  the  Titan  football  games  were  aired  this  year 
over  radio  station  WJBK  under  the  sponsorship  of 
the  Nash  auto  dealers  of  greater  Detroit.  At  the 
microphone  for  the  play  by  play  description  for  the 
home  as  well  as  the  away  games  was  amiable  Al 
Nagler.  No  newcomer  to  the  field  of  sports,  Nagler 
has  been  broadcasting  sports  in  Michigan  for  the 
past  16  years.  He  is  well  known  among  alumni  as 
well  as  students  at  U.  of  D.  for  his  always  reliable 
coverage  of  Titan  football  games. 

When  WWJ-TV,  The  Detroit  News  television 
station,  televised  the  U.  of  D. -Central  Michigan  foot- 
ball game,  the  Titans  became  the  first  college  football 
team  in  the  Midwest  to  have  their  football  games 
brought  to  the  public  by  way  of  the  television  screen. 
The  complete  schedule  of  home  games  was  televised 
by  WWJ-TV. 

Paul  Williams,  widely  known  announcer  for  radio 
station  WWJ,  gave  word  descriptions  of  the  football 
action  to  the  television  audience.  Williams'  job  at 
the  television  microphone  was  by  no  means  easy.  The 
job  is  demanding  since  the  announcer  has  to  coordi- 
nate his  account  with  the  view  on  the  television 
screen,  and  with  the  audience  seeing  as  well  as  hear- 
ing the  account  of  the  action,  the  demand  for  exact-

The  cheering  students  at  a  Titan  sports  event  take  for 
granted  that  their  favorite  hero  is  out  on  the  field  compet- 
ing against  a  traditional  rival.  The  time,  the  place,  the 
officials,  the  players,  and  they  themselves  seem  to  con- 
verge by  mutual  accord.  It  is  not  that  simple. 

Behind  the  cheering  crowd,  behind  the  fighting  Titan 
men,  are  the  unseen  and  unsung  members  of  the  Athletic 
Board  who  meet  once  a  month  for  the  purpose  of  directing 
the  destinies  of  University  sports. 

This  year,  the  Board  wrote  a  historic  chapter  in  the 
sports  annals  of  the  University.  Working  silently  be- 
hind the  scenes,  they  secured  admission  to  the  Missouri 
Valley  Conference  which  holds  championship  meets  in 
tennis,  golf  and  track  and  championship  competition  in 
football. 

The  board  is  responsible  for  the  establishing  of  policy, 
the  awarding  of  athletic  letters,  the  establishing  of  eligi- 


bihty  rules  and  their  enforcement  and  interpretation,  the 
approving  of  athletic  schedules,  and  the  recommending 
and  hiring  of  coaches. 

The  board  is  made  up  of  ten  members,  of  which  the 
treasurer  of  the  University,  the  director  of  athletics  and 
the  faculty  moderator  of  athletics  are  ex-officio  members. 
Three  faculty  members  and  three  alumni  members,  serve 
three-year  terms.  The  present  board  is  inade  up  of  the 
Rev.  George  A.  Kmieck,  S.J.,  chairman  and  faculty 
moderator  of  athletics ;  the  Rev.  Albert  H.  Poetker,  S.J., 
executive  dean  ;  the  Rev.  Norbert  J .  Preusser,  S.J.,  treas- 
urer ;  Prof.  Paul  P.  Harbrecht.  Prof.  William  Kelly 
Joyce,  the  Hon.  Thomas  F.  Maher.  Julian  Cheviron  and 
Joseph  Payette. 

The  Very  Rev.  William  J.  Millor,  S.J.,  president  of  the 
University,  and  Lloyd  Brazil,  director  of  athletics,  are  the 
ex-officio  members  of  the  Board.

With  the  return  of 
only  two  lettermen  from  the  previous  season,  there  was 
Httle  to  the  hope  that  newcomers  could  fill  the  gaps  in  the 
lincuji. 

The  season  began  for  the  Titans  with  two  successive 
\  ictories,  over  Kalamazoo  and  Western  Ontario.  Despite 
these  two  victories,  the  outlook  for  the  future  did  not  im- 
prove. A  team  that  would  test  the  true  strength  of  the 
Titans  was  still  to  he  mei. 

In  the  ensuino  games,  the  Titans  met  teams  that  were 
more  tlian  fitted  to  test  their  strength.  Afier  breaking  a 
7  game  losing  streak  with  a  victory  over  the  traveling 
.South  .\mericans  of  the  University  of  Ouilo,  the  Ti  ans 
resumed  their  losing  ways  with  another  losing  streak, 
this  time  of  5  games.  The  seasf)n"s  end  fo:md  the  Titans 
with  onl\-  7  victories  as  compared  with  fifteen  defeats. 

With  ihe  odds  of  victory  so  heavy  against  them,  the 
4  itan  cagers  were  still  able  to  exhibit  a  remarkal)le  spirit 
in  defeat.  Neither  did  they  ever  lack  the  determination 
to  win. 

It  was  the  second  year  as  head  basketball  coacli  for  John

Showing-  consideral)le  improvement  over  last  year,  the 
Titan  swimmers  ended  the  1948  season  with  a  creditable 
record  ol  4  wins  as  against  3  losses. 

The  mermen  npcned  die  season  1)\'  splashing  to  a  50-25 
victor\-  o\er  Hhid  I  "niversitw  h.d  IMnkerton.  Fred  Car- 
honero,  I  >on  UeAiarc(/.  Dick  AiaiuUe,  and  Carl  Kegelman 
all  captured  first  to  ])ace  the  Detroit  team. 

The  litan  swimmers  then  ran  intd  trouble  as  Michi- 
gan State  and  liowliug  (ireen  outpointed  the  team,  l^'red 
C'arbonero,  b^-ank  i^)ielman,  \  ince  Haronev.  and  Denis 
Schmiedeke  did  the  bnuit  of  the  Titan  scoring. 

Paced  b}-  {''rank  P)ielman  who  captured  two  firsts.  De- 
troit then  swamjjed  Lo\'ola  of  Chicago  l)v  a  50-25  margin. 
Jim  i'inn  and  Hob  (J'fi^t  also  hel[)ed  the  team  to  garner 
]ioints. 

J  he  'i'itans  then  took  time  ofif  from  regular  competition 
to  take  ])art  in  the  Michigan  AAU  Championshi[).  The 
400  yard  rela\'  learn  composed  of  Lee  lunbrew  bred  Car- 
bonero.  Denis  Schmiedeke.  and  Ed  Pinkerton  took  a 
share  of  the  honors.  Their  time  of  3  :49  set  a  new  Univer- 
sity record  and  was  only  4  seconds  short  of  the  winning 
time  set  by  the  jxiwerful  relay  s(|uad  of  the  University  of 
Michigan. 

Fresh  from  their  A.\U  success,  the  Titans  then  smotli- 
ered   Illinois   Tech   in   a   lo[)-sided,   water-togged  meet. 
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57- IS.  The  Titans  captured  six  firsts  and  placed  in  each 
event. 

Detroit's  traditional  ri\al,  Wayne,  marred  the  record 
1)\-  (lutpointing  tlie  Titans  despite  Denis  Schmiedeke's 
fine  showing. 

Smarting  from  this  defeat,  the  tankmen  churned  to  a 
46-29  win  over  Fenn  college  in  the  season's  finale.  How- 
ard Ternes,  Ed  Kegelman.  and  Frank  Bielman  paced  the 
team.

Building  his  first  U  of  D  scjuad  around  a  group  of  in- 
experienced freshmen.  Laury  churned  tirelessly  to  keep 
his  head  above  water.  His  efforts  began  to  bear  fruit  this 
season  when  the  Titan  tankmen  were  ^'ictorious  in  four 
(^ut  of  seven  meets.

As  winner  of  the  student  ])oll.  Gruber  be- 
comes the  first  athlete  to  receive  the  \'ince 
Kadi  Memorial  Award,  instituted  this  year  l)y 
the  \)  Club  in  honor  of  \  ince  Kadi,  halfback  on 
the  1933  Titan  varsity  squad.  Kadi  met  an  un- 
timely death  that  }ear  Avhen  he  fell  oft  a  horse 
while  riding".  The  award  \y\]\  be  presented  year- 
Iv  in  his  memorv. 

The  fuial  number  of  \otes  cast  for  Grul)er 
totaled  3.374.  Second  to  Gruber  was  football 
halfback  Jack  Kurkowski,  who  received  1,305. 
Last  gear's  winner,  Joe  Wright,  came  in  fourth 
w  ith  a  total  of  700  ^'Otes  cast  in  his  favor.

The  presence  of  ten  letternien,  i)lu>  another  dozen  scjtuulinen  and  ])r()ni- 
ising  newcomers,  g'ave  the  1^U8  track  team  a  look  of  poise  and  experience 
that  it  has  not  enjoyed  since  the  sport  was  reinstated  following  A\'orld 
War  II.  The  most  extensi\-e  schedule  in  the  school  history  will  prove  the 
mettle  of  the  trackmen  who  have  already  compiled  an  impressive  record 
of  iouv  consecutive  \'ictories. 

Dr.  Raymond  D.  Forsyth,  connected  witli  the  University  as  team 
physician  since  1934,  has  taken  over  his  tirst  coaching-  assignment  this 
spring-,  succeeding  John  M.  May  at  the  helm  of  the  track  scjuad.  Dr. 
Bernard  F.  Landuyt,  Director  of  the  Departiuent  of  Economics,  is  his 
capable  assistant. 

Walter  Gruber,  who  holds  one  Titan  yarsity  record  and  shares  in  two 
others,  began  this  season  with  brilliant  success  in  the  100  yard,  the  220 
}ard  and  the  440  yard  dashes.  He  has  also  teamed  with  Gino  So\'ran,  ];>ob 
Rooke,  and  Jack  (  )'I.eary  to  ])roduce  a  Universit}-  record  of  three  mintttes 
and  t\vent}--nine  and  one-half  seconds  for  the  mile  relay. 

Don  Xufer,  top  man  in  the  Aveight  events  last  year,  is  rei:)eating-  his 
excellent  performance  in  the  present  meets.  Proficient  in  the  shot  put  and 
the  discu>  throw,  he  does  his  best  work  in  the  javelin  event  where  he  has 
established  a  University  record  of  182  feet. 

Gino  Sovran  not  only  shines  in  the  mile  relay  but  also  performs  in  the 
field  events  wdiere  he  consistently  places  first  in  the  running  broad  jump 
and  the  high  jump.  Another  consistent  performer  in  the  field  events  is 
Ben  Archer,  holder  of  the  Titan  varsity  pole  vault  record. 

Other  mainstays  of  the  track  teams  are  Dick  Trafney  w  ho  excels  at  the 
mile,  Frank  Synk  and  Wayne  Shontz  who  run  their  opponents  to  the 
groimd  in  the  two  mile  event  and  Jack  O'Leary,  Bob  Rooke,  Emor\'  Parke 
and  Frank  Bartos  who  are  ]:)roficient  in  the  short  sprints.
